Tha gov- 
ernment 1 nny not bo able to romped Immediate eman- 
cipation, yet cvoiy provision coma I lied in unr Foil- 
oral Constitution n.ay be sacredly and carefully ob- 
served, nnd every slave emancipated within our 
borders. 

The inquiry mny well be uinde, in lliis rnnn-c- 
linn, why his not lha alnvr., lung err this, *uccew- 
fully asserted his claim lo freedom? Men, lit for 
iVvudom, cannot bu mode slaves wuh impunity. — 

Enslave ajntman, whoso soul feels conscious of 
his rights; let him know and foci, as nn indepen- 
dent freenum must, that his rights nro trampled in 
lho dust, and if resistance prove unavailing, he 
oannot bo made lo line n slave. Tho thought of 
being compelled lo labor for another, like un ox or 
n liors .-, would enter his soel like iron, nnd libtrlu 
or tlrath, in most instances, would bo the only nl- 
lOrnatlvo.
